The  Rapids  of  TImt 

We    know    by    its    very    rapidity    of 
movement  that  the  age  is  ending.     Slow- 
ness is  the  characteristic  of  the  beginning 
of  an  age.  and  rapidity  of  its  end.     This 
age,  like  others,  began  slowly.     It  began 
like  the  growth  of  a  flower.     There  are 
three  stages  in  the  growth  of  a  flower. 
The  flower  grows  by  the  seed  very  slowly. 
It  seems  a  long  time  in  appearing  above 
ground.     When    the    stem    appears    the 
growth  is  quicker.     And  when  the  stem 
IS  fully  up.  the  flower  seems  to  rush  into 
bloom.

The  Beginnin^l  of  the  End 

I  belic\e  that  \vc  entered  the  rapids 
of  time — the  end  time  of  this  age — at  the 
French  Revolution,  130  years  ago.  Until 
th.it  crucial  event  there  was  no  great  rush 
of  things.  Kings  came  and  went  in  the 
slow  round  of  the  years.  Then  the  rush 
and  sweep  of  the  end  began  with  the 
earth^juaking  event  of  the  French  Revolu- 
tion. That  overpowering  happening  was 
the  first  appearing  of  the  feet  of  iron  and 
clay  in  the  great  prophetic  image  in  the 
Book  of  Daniel.  The  feet  began  with  the 
French  Revolution,  marking  as  it  did  the 
first  great  uprising  of  the  clay  of  Demo- 
cracy against  the  iron  of  Imperialism. 
Since  that  fateful  uprising,  the  feet  of  the 
image  have  rushed  into  form  and  towards 
completion.  Revolution  upon  revolution 
has  swept  the  world,  dwarfing  the  French 
Revolution  into  insignificance.  America 
has  become  a  mighty  republic.  There  are 
twenty-two  in  South  America.  And  re- 
cently, to  our  utter  amazement,  the 
Emperor  of  China  lost  his  crown  and 
China  became  a  republic. 

So  rapid  has  been  the  rush  and  mo- 
mentum of  revolution  that  we  are  breath- 
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less  with  amazement.     We  have  tried  to

In  the  Empire 
of  this  kaiser  of  the  shining  armour  and 
the  mailed   fist   there  are   to-day  seven 
republics.     Imperialism  in  Germany  has 
tailed    never   to   rise   again.     Truly   the 
sweep  of  events  to-day  is  terrific.     A  day 
now  IS  crammed  with  events  which,  earlier 
m  the  age.  would  have  taken  centuries  for 
achievement.     No  king  or  cabinet   feels 
secure  to-day.     The  hurricane  of  revolu- 
tion threatens  to  sweep  all  thrones  away. 

Revolutionary  Democracy 

Revolution  to-day  spells  lawlessness 
and  violence.  Whilst  our  sympathies  are 
with  every  ,ust  claim  of  labour  for  shorter 
hours  and  better  wages,  and  whilst  we 
support  all  that  is  good  in  Socialism  as 
against  the  greed  of  capital  and  the  crime 
ot  profiteering,  we  cannot  but  feel  that 
democracy  is  intoxicated  with  the  wine 
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of  lawlessness,  and  is  in  danger  of  insen- 
sate deeds  of  violence  which  will  bring 
rivers  of  blood  and  a  rain  of  tears. 

Democracy  will  be  the  last  attempt  of 
man  to  govern  the  world  without  God. 
Monarchy  in  most  countries  has  failed. 
Aristocracy  has  failed.  Militarism  has 
failed.  Capitalism  has  failed.  Self  and 
greed  have  poisoned  the  springs  of  govern- 
ment. And  Democracy,  too,  will  fail,  and 
will  fail  tragically,  because  it  has  no  room 
or  desire  in  its  political  programme  for  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  without  whom  all  forms 
of  government  are  doomed  to  failure 
before  they  begin. 

Democracy  means  to  govern  minus 
Christ,  and  will  therefore  prove  the 
biggest  failure  of  all  forms  of  government. 
It  will  land  this  world  in  a  welter  of 
blood  and  death  unparalleled.  In  its 
day,  and  under  its  last  head,  Antichrist, 
the  world  will  experience  that  great 
tribulation  of  which  Christ  Himself  speaks 
in  Matthew  24:  21 — that  tribulation  so 
great  that  nothing  like  it  has  been  known 
since  the  beginning  of  the  world,  and 
nothing  like  it  ever  shall  be  known  again.

The  Time  Measures  of  the  Bible 

The  Bible  is  the  key  to  present-day 
happenings.  It  shows  us  just  where  we 
are  on  the  river  of  time.  Just  before  the 
first  advent,  Simeon  and  Anna,  and  many 
others  in  Israel,  and  some  outside  of  it, 
learned  from  the  Book  of  Daniel  that  the 
Messiah's  coming  was  near.  The  time 
measure  therein  contained  inspired  them 
to  stand  on  the  tiptoe  of  expectation.

Recent  events  have 
amply  confirmed  these  interpretations. 

The  Sign  of  the  World  War 

When  the  year  1914  arrived,  it  brought 
no  sign  of  prophetic  fulfilment.     The  first 
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half  of  that  year  ran  its  course  with  no 
special  happenings.  Then,  on  August 
3rd.  the  world  took  the  plunge  into  the 
wild  sea  of  war.  The  World  War  which 
was  to  set  the  stage  for  the  final  scenes 
of  the  end  of  the  age,  had  begun. 

1917,  the  fateful  l„135th  of  the 
Mahommedan  era  'Daniel  12:  21;  arrived, 
and  at  its  beginning  our  troops  seemed 
to  make  no  headway  in  Palestine.  The 
1,335th  year  ended  on  October  17th. 
Then  ensued  a  pause  of  fourteen  days, 
and  on  October  31st,  General  Allenby. 
whose  name  in  Arabic  means  "God's 
man,"  or  "God's  prophet,"  began  his 
miraculous  advance.  In  a  few  weeks 
from  that  date  Jerusalem  fell  into  his 
hands  without  a  shot  being  fired  into  its 
streets,  or  a  drop  of  blood  being  shed  in 
its  sacred  precincts.  That  wonderful  vic- 
tory confirmed  afresh  the  time  measures 
of  the  Book  of  Daniel,  and  the  accuracy 
of  prophetic  interpretation. 

From  that  1,335th  year  the  Turks 
have  dropped  their  calendar  of  lunar-year 
reckoning,  and  have  adopted  the  Euro- 
pean method.  The  lunar  calendar  of 
Turkey  having  served  its  prophetic  pur- 
pose, was  dropped  as  by  the  very  hand 
of  God.

Bafifled    at    the    Dardanelles.    Britain 
tried    the    Euphrates,    and   was   entirely 
successful    because    they    were    there   in 
the  line  of  prophetic  fulfilment.     Turkey 
collapsed  as  by  the  touch  of  God's  hand 
And  God  also  decreed  that  the  drying  up 
of    the    Euphrates    and    the    miraculous 
victories  in  Palestine  should  be  hand-in- 
hand,   so  that  all  the  world   might  see 
that  the  withering  of  Turkey  was  to  mean 
the  liberation  of  Palestine  and  the  -eturn 
of  Israel. 
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The  Sign  of  Demon  Teaching 

In  Revelation  16:  13  and  14,  we  ha\e, 
coincident  with  the  drying  up  of  Turkey, 
the  sign  of  the  teaching  of  demons.  John 
saw  three  unclean  spirits  like  frogs  ''be- 
cause they  croak  in  the  nightjcome  out 
of  the  mouth  of  the  dragon,  and  out  of  the 
mouth  of  the  beast,  and  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  false  prophet,  for  they  are  the 
spirits  of  demons  working  miracles.  The 
mouth  here  means  words  and  teaching. 
This  prophecy  plainly  tells  us  that  just 
before  the  Lord  comes  for  His  own.  His 
nearness  will  be  known  by  the  opposing 
activities  of  widespread  demon  teaching 
from  the  fulness  of  the  Satanic  trinity:  the 
demon  teachings  being  accompanied  by 
Satanic  miracles.

The  World  War  thus  originated  by 
demon  teachings  has  produced  the  result 
predicted  in  Revelation  16:  14.  It  ha 
gathered  together  all  the  kings  of  the 
earth  and  of  the  whole  world.  It  has 
gathered  them  into  a  league  of  nations 
which  will  become  the  preparation  of  the 
nations  for  Armageddon.  The  gathering 
or  leaguing  of  the  nations  together  is  the 
signal  that  the  end  is  in  sight.  The  Peace 
Conference  at  Paris  has  unconsciously 
set  the  stage  for  Antichrist  and  Arma- 
geddon. 

On  the  cover  of  the  document  defining 
the  League  of  Nations  and  its  functions 
the  fateful  word  "Covenant"  occurs. 
That  fateful  word  is  the  shadow  of  Anti- 
christ. When  he  takes  his  place  as  head 
of  the  League  he  will  make  a  covenant 
with  the  Jewish  nation — a  covenant  which 
is  described  by  Isaiah  as  "a  covenant 
with  death  and  an  agreement  with  hell," 
a  covenant  which  will  entail  suffering  and 
death  to  multitudes  in  Israel. 

"Behold,  I  come  as  a  Thief" 

In  Revelation  16:  15.  we  are  told  by 
the  very  position  of  this  warning  \erse, 
that  the  translation  will  take  place  be- 
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tueen  the  gathering  or  leaguing  together 
ot  the  nations  and  Armageddon-when, 
coincident  with  the  collapse  of  Turkey 
we  see  the  "leaguing"  together  of  the 
nations,  we  are  to  look  immediately  for 
the     translation.       Before    Armageddon 
comes  to  pass,  verse  15  must  be  fulfilled: 
Behold.    I   come  as  a  thief."   Neither 
Antichrist  nor  Armr  Teddon  can  come  until 
verse  15  has  been  fulfilled  by  the  great 
event  of  the  translation. 

Higher  Critics   have   questioned    the 
genuineness  of  Revelation  16:  15.     They 
cannot    understand    why    it    should    be 
inserted  where  it  is.     Some  think  it  is  a 
gloss      Some  say  that  it  has  been  trans- 
terred    from   another   chapter.     But    we 
are  sure  that  verse  15  is  genuine,  and 
that  It  is  in  Its  right  place.     It  is  placed 
where  It  ,s  as  the  Holy  Spirit's  gracious 
mtimation  as  to  the  exact  time  of  the 
translation.     The  order  of  events  is  given 
to  us  by  the  Spirit  in  these  verses  relating 
to  the  sixth  vial.     (1)  The  drying  up  of  the 
Euphrates.     (2)  The  Leaguing  together  of 
the  Nations.     (3)  The  Translation.      (4^ 
Armageddon.  ' 

Christ  is  coming  as  a  thief  with  a 
sudden  unexpectedness.  He  is  coming 
as  a  thief  to  snatch  away  His  own— His 
jewels,    His    treasure-from    the    world 
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house.  The  world  will  wake  up  to  find 
that  it  havS  been  robbed  of  its  best,  of 
its  greatest  assets,  of  its  light  and  its 
salt.  The  world  did  not  prize  them  when 
it  had  them,  but  when  all  the  good  people 
are  gone,  the  bereaved  world  will  cry, 
"Woe  is  me!  I  am  left  defenceless  against 
the  hosts  of  violent  lawlessness.  The 
restraining  power  is  gone." 

A  Very  Precious  Promise 

One  of  the  greatest  promises  of  God 
is  the  promise  in  Revelation  3:  10:  "Be- 
cause in  spite  of  suffering  you  have 
guarded  My  Word,  I,  in  turn,  will  guard 
^'ou  from  that  hour  of  trial  which  is  soon 
oming  upon  the  whole  world  to  put  to 
the  test  the  inhabitant  f  the  earth." 
There  is  infinite  comfort  .  -  believer 

in  this  promise.  The  world  ^  autlook  is 
getting  darker:  the  Christian's  uplook  is 
growing  brighter.  There  seems  no  way 
on  ahead  for  the  saint,  but,  praise  God, 
there  is  to  be  a  way  up.  They  are  not 
going  by  the  subway  of  death— but  by 
the  aerial  route  of  translation. 

God's  sure  promise  to  His  people 
means  that  just  as  He  did  not  permit  the 
flood  to  come  until  He  had  brought  Noah

He  will 
say  to  all  His  own:  "Come,  Aiy  people, 
enter  thou  into  thy  chambers,  and  shut 
thy  doors  about  thee;  hide  thyself  as  it 
were  for  a  little  moment  until  the  indigna- 
tion be  overpast.     For,  behold,  the  Lord 
Cometh  out  of  His  place  to  punish  the 
inhabitants   of   the   earth    for    their   in- 
iquity."

npl  I E  PROTOCOL  issued  by  the  League 
•*•  of  Nations  at  Geneva.  Switzerland,  in 
Sept..  1924,  is  the  closest  approach  to  a 
world-state   made  since   the   fall   of  the 
Roman    Empire,    and    the    most    fateful 
step  ever  taken  in  international  history. 
"The  Protocol,"  says  an  expert,   "may 
be    regarded    as    the    beginning    of    an 
Euroi)ean  if  not  a  world  federation."  He 
adds:  "It  binds  the  nations  to  a  system 
of  international  solidarity  so  tightly  woven 
that  it  makes  all  frontiers  common,  pools 
all  the  resources,  military,  naval,  aerial, 
industrial,    and    human    of    the    banded 
nations  together  into  a  common  instru- 
ment of  defense,  and  puts  them  by  an 
automatic  device  at  the  immediate  and 
unquestioned  service,  though  not  under 
the  technical  control,  of  an  international 
executive   body,"   which   alone    has   the 
right    of    making    war    or    peace.     The 
Protocol   is  the  pooling  of  the  gigantic 
power  of  the  worid ;  and  to  this  amazing 
document    the    assembled    delegates    of 
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half-a-hundred    Powers  set   their  unani- 
mous signature. 

The  Reign  of  Force 
Two   main    facts   stand    forth.     The 
first  is  that  world   peace,   according 
to  the  League,  is  to  be  based,  not  on 
all  nations  disarmed,   much  less  on 
all    nations    regenerated,    but    on    a 
huge  mailed  fist  with  a  strangle-hold 
on   War.     The  Protocol  establishes  the 
obligation  of  all  nations  to  go  to  war, 
automatically    and    using    their    whole 
powers  and   resources,  with  any  nation 
or  nations  which  break  a  pledge,  or  itself 
goes  to  war.     All  League  advocates  have 
ong  forseen  that  not  eradicated  blood- 
lust,    but    omnipotent    coercion,    is    the 
only  solution  the  world  can  offer.     Theo- 
dore Roosevelt  said:  "Let  us  never  forget 
that  any  promise  that  such   a  League, 
or  other  piece  of  machinery,  will  definitely 
do  away  with  war,  is  either  sheer  nonsense 
or  rank  hypocrisy."  So  the  League,  no 
longer    a    merely    judicial    court,    or    a 
permanent    tribunal   of   arbitration,    be- 
comes,   under    the    Protocol,    the    most 
powerful  machinery  for  war  ever  devised, 
and    the    most    careful    and    elaborated 
system    ever    invented    for    compulsory 
international  solidarity. 
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A  Super-State 
The  Second  main  fact  is  that  the 
Leajiue,  {automatically  and  inevitably, 
and    whatever    may    happen    to    the 
Protocol,  is  becoming  a  great  Super- 
state.    Under  the  Protocol  the  League 
cannot  only  compel  war,  without  delay, 
and  without  appeal,   but  with  it  alone 
lies  the  proclamation  of  peace.     Nor  is 
Britain's  refusal  of  the  Protocol,  "while 
approving    the    principles    that    underlie 
it, "  fatal;  for  the  League,  as  it  is  function- 
ing, is  the  Roman  Empire:   the  countries 
outside  it — Russia,  Germany,  America — 
were  never  in  the  Roman  Empire  at  all; 
and  those  now  ruling  it — Italy,  Greece, 
France,   Spain,    Britain — were  the  main 
limbs   of    Rome.     But    the    Protocol    is 
not  confined  to  war  and  peace.     Claims 
are  now  being  laid  on  the  Council  Table 
that  can  hardly  be  resisted — Japan  on  race 
exclusion;    France  on   military  security; 
Italy  on  the  control  of  raw  materials  for 
commerce* — which  will  compel  a  control 
by  the  League  of  internal  questions;  and 
thus  a  Super-state,  armed  with  irresistible 
power,  omnipotent  over  all  departments 
of  life,  a  State  which  shall  be  a  world- 
despot,  is  being  created  under  our  eyes.

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The  World's  Sole  Solution 

Now  the  tragedy  of  the  situation  is 
that,  granting  the  world's  premises, 
not  only  is  the  League  wholly  inevitable, 
but  It  IS  the  world's  solitary  hope.     If 
Christ  IS  not  Deity  incarnate,  if  Calvary 
IS    not    the    world's    salvation,    if    men 
cannot   be  regenerated   and   the  Second 
Advent  IS  a  dream,  nothing  remains  but 
to  pool  the  world's  power  for  the  enforcing 
ol  righ  eousness.     A  world-state  has  long 
been     oreseen.    "There   must    be,"   said 
Napoleon,    "one    Code     one    Court    of 
Appeal,  and  one  coinage  for  Europe;  the 
Estates  of  Europe   must   be  united   into 
one    nation."    The    pressure    has    only 
grown    with    the   passage   of   the   years. 
Ihe  Federation  of  Europe."  said  Lord 
Salisbury  shortly  before  he  died,  "is  the 
embryo  of  the  only  possible  structure  of 
Europe    which    can    save    civilization  " 
But,  things  being  what  they  are,  what 
must  happen?     Some  of  the  League's 
warmest  advocates  will  yet  fall  mar- 
tyrs    under     the     compulsion     they 
helped    to    create.     In    this    greatest 
assemblage   of    Nations   ever   convened 
neither  the  name  of  Christ,  nor  the  will 
ol  Christ,  nor  the  authority  of  Christ    is 
ever  named;  nor  could  anything  be  more 
sinister  for  the  Church  of  God  than  the 
Leagues  deliberate  refusal   to  insert   in 
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the  Covenant  the  following  Article  which 
was  to  safeguard  religious  minorities 
from  persecution. 

"The  high  contracting  parties  agree 
that  they  will  make  no  law  prohibiting 
or  interfering  with  the  free  exercise  of 
religion,  and  they  resolve  that  they  will 
not  permit  the  practice  of  any  particular 
creed,  religion  or  belief  whose  practices 
are  inconsistent  with  public  order  or  with 
public  morals  to  interfere  with  the  life, 
liberty,  or  pursuit  of  happiness  of  their 
people." 

The  rejection  of  this  clause  holds  in 
itself  all  the  religious  bloodshed  of  the 
future,  and  makes  the  League  of  Nations, 
so  far  as  the  protection  of  religious 
minorities  is  concerned,  wholly  illusory. 
A  rotten  fence  on  the  brink  of  a  precipice 
is  far  more  dangerous  than  none.

Xor  will  it  be  possible  to  limit  the  area 
over  which  omnipotent  world-power  is  to 
operate.  Compulsion  to  war,  industrial 
compulsion,  compulsion  in  law  courts, 
all  lead  inevitably  to  compulsion  in 
worship — the  internationalization  of  re- 
ligion; and,  scarcely  credible  though  it  be, 
it  is  a  professedly  Christian  missionary  in 
China,  who,  after  drafting  an  elaborate

who  shall  crown  it  all:  "This  heroic 
leader  of  the  nations.  God  and  man  and 
all  future  history  will  crown  with  eternal 
honor  and  glory.  This  leader  will  be 
strong  and  immortal  when  he  realizes 
that  he  IS  born  of  God  to  save  man.*' 
1  he  god-emperor  is  at  hand. 

So  we  are  face  to  face  with  a  gigantic 
miscarriage  approaching,  sheered  up  and 
buttressed— incredible  to  relate— with  the 
whole  power  of  the  professedly  Christian 
Church  No  proof  could  be  more  re- 
markable of  the  extreme  practicalness 
of  prophetic  study.

A  FTER    the    war,"    said    an    Italian 
^writer,     Signor     Enrico      Corradini, 
some    time   ago,    "a   new   fact   arose   in 
Europe— a  terrible  fact— and  it  was  called 
Moscow;   to-day   another   new   fact   has 
arisen,  and  its  name  is  Rome."  Moscow 
IS  the  home  of  the   Red    International; 
Rome  is  the  home  of  the  Black  Inter- 
national; but  in   Rome,  the  final  home 
of  both,  the  Black  will  be  murdered  by 
the  Red.     Both  these  cities  are  the  head- 
centres    of    two    recent    revolutions,    as 
remarkable    as    any    in    the    history    of 
mankind ;  both  cities  are  in  the  throes  of 
the    creation    of    autocracies    the    most 
absolute  and  merciless  the  modern  world 
has  seen;  both  cities  are  the  cradles  of 
international  movements  destined  to  meet 
in  a  final  death-grapple;  both  cities  are 
cast   by   prophecy   for   "roles"   gigantic 
and  sinister,  only  less  so  than   Babvlon 
and  Jerusalem;  both  cities  are  becoming 
embodiments  of  the  Scarlet  Beast. 
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The  Red  Army 

The  massing  of  the  Red  Army,  pre- 
paratory to  the  huge  invasion  of  Palestine 
by  the  Land  of  the  North,  is  thus  por- 
trayed by  Nahum:  "The  shield  of  his 
mighty  men  is  made  red,  the  valiant 
men  are  in  scarlet:  the  chariots  are  with 
tire  of  steel"  (marg.,  R.V.)  armoured 
motor  cars:  "the  appearance  of  them  is 
like  torches,  they  run  like  the  lighten- 
ings"  (Nah.  2:  3,  4).  Lenin's  bodyguard 
is  clothed  in  scarlet  from  head  to  foot. 
Trotsky,  the  sole  creator  of  the  Red 
Army,  boasts  that  at  any  emergency 
eight  millions  can  be  put  into  the  field 
(Times,  Jan.  16,  1923).  A  military 
expert  who  has  recently  visited  Moscow, 
says:  "The  Red  Army  of  Russia,  to-day 
the  largest  organized  military  unit  in 
Europe,  if  not  in  the  world,  has  become 
a  factor  of  rapidly-growing  importance. 
Officially  estimated  at  around  a  million 
and  a  half  men  under  arms,  it  is  nearly 
twice  the  size  of  the  French  Army,  which 
is  by  far  the  largest  standing  army  in 
Western  Europe.  'What  are  the  Bolshe- 
vists going  to  do  with  this  army?'  is  a 
question  that  is  troubling  every  Western 
European  capital  to-day.  I  heard  it 
w'om  the  lips  of  officials  in  London,  the 
Hague,  Berl:-.,  and  Paris.     No  army  has 
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stricter  garrison  discipline.  A  huge  Red 
six-pointed  Star  shines  in  the  front  of  each 
soldier's  helmet"  (Fortnightly  Review, 
Nov.  1922). 

Trotsky 

History  reveals  that  a  huge  army  is 
both  the  creation  and  creator  of  absolute 
autocracy;  and  in  Trotsky,  into  whose 
hands  all  power  is  already  passing  from 
the  dying  Lenin,  is  the  autocrat  the 
Revolution  has  thrown  up.  "He  has  been 
described,"  says  one  who  knows  him, 
"as  the  greatest  Jew  since  Christ;  behind 
those  fierce  black  eyes  lurks  ever  the 
demon  of  suspicion  and  mistrust,  driving 
him  to  terrible,  pitiless  acts  of  cruelty." 
"The  word  'mercy,'"  he  has  said,  "has 
no  place  in  our  programme."  Men  are 
being  thrown  up  by  the  Revolution  with 
all  the  savagery  of  a  wild  beast.  A 
chauffer  once  kept  Trotsky  waiting  ten 
minutes  for  his  car;  without  a  word  he 
drew  a  revolver  and  shot  the  man  dead. 
As  the  coming  God-Emperor  will  be  both 
Jewish  Messiah  and  Jewish  exterminator, 
Trotsky  is  a  Jew,  surrounded  by  Com- 
missars who  are  apostate  Jews;  yet,  as  he 
himself  said  to  the  Patriarch  Tikho.i, 
"If  you  refer  to  the  Jewish  religion  I 
have  none.  Religion  to  me  is  merely 
opium  for  the  intellect.     As  to  my  origin, 
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I  cannot  help  being  born  a  Jew,  but  I 
hate  and  despise  all  my  race;  and  they 
know  it,  since  they  have  cursed  me  in 
their  synagogues."  So  we  catch  in  a 
Psalm  the  remarkable  prophetic  cry  of 
the  Jew:  "Woe  is  me  that  I  sojourn  in 
Meshech  [Moscow],  that  I  dwell  among 
the  tents  of  Kedar?"  (Ps.  120:  5).  "I 
shall  not  cede  my  power,"  he  has  said, 
"to  any  but  an  absolute  monarch." 
"Trotsky  is  only  waiting, "  says  a  Russian 
officer  intimately  acquainted  with  the 
facts,  "till  the  time  is  ripe  to  fling  the 
Soviets  aside  and  himself  seize  sole 
dictatorship"  (Times,  June  29,  1920). 
God's  answer  abides:  "Behold,  I  am 
against  thee,  O  Gog,  prince  of  Rosh, 
Meshech,  and  Tubal  [Russia,  Moscow, 
and  Tobolsk]:  And  I  will  .  .  .  put  hooks 
into  thy  jaws;  and  .  .  .  My  fury  shall 
come  up  into   My  face."   (Ezek.   38:  3.

Fascismo 

But  a  new  portent,  and  if  possible  a 
portent  more  ominous  and  profound, 
has  appeared  upon  the  horizon.  The 
remorseless  power  that  crucified  Christ, 
the  sole  city  into  whose  hands  God  has 
fin  this  age)  committed  world-dominion 
unwithdrawn,  the  empire  for  whose  re-

watched  with  dread,  slowly  wakes.  The 
Roman  Revolution,  though  comparatively 
bloodless— the  death  roll  is  2,500  as 
against  the  Russian  1,780,000 — is  an 
iron  yoke,  and  no  less  pitiless  an  auto- 
cracy. "The  uprising  of  Fascismo  is  a 
portent.  A  couple  of  years  ago  they  did 
not  exist.  Now  they  are  supreme.  They 
have  a  real  army  of  their  own,  armed, 
admirably  disciplined,  and  full  of  daring 
and  impatience.  They  command  the 
enthusiastic  adhesion  of  the  National 
Army,  of  the  Xavy  and  of  the  bureau- 
cracy, or  at  least  of  a  very  large  [)roportion 
of  them.  They  have  so  terrorized  the 
press,  by  threats  to  burn  newspaper  ofifices 
and  destroy  the  machinery,  that  the 
Italian  people  themselves  know  but  little 
of  their  misdeeds,  their  insolence,  and 
their  cruelty  in  a  great  part  of  Northern 
Italy.  Thousands  have  been  driven  from 
their  homes,  and  dare  not  return. 
Mayors,  prefects,  officials  of  all  sorts, 
are  forced  to  resign  at  their  bidding. 
Magistrates  who  ha\e  darea  to  punish 
Facists,  however  inadequately,  for  grave 
crimes,  hav'e  been  seized  and  beaten. 
The  tyranny  of  the  organization  is  com- 
plete, and  it  is  a  brutal  and  intolerant 
tyranny"  (Times,  Oct.  28.  1922). 

Mr.  Hugh  Redwood,  the  Rome  cor- 
respondent of  the  London  Daily  News, 
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in  the  Sept.  30th,  1925,  issue  of  that  paper, 
referring  to  his  persona!  experience  in  that 
city,  says:  "The  terror  is  there,  and  the 
fear  of  it  is  omnipresent.  Even  in  Rome 
itself  chained  and  bolted  doors  opened 
only  a  few  inches  to  my  ring.  In  the 
countryside  I  was  urgently  warned  against 
attempting  to  visit  certain  danger  zones, 
and  when,  nevertheless,  I  did  so,  I 
talked  with  men  who  were  continually 
on  the  alert,  in  houses  which  had  re- 
peatedly been  raided  and  sacked  by 
Black  Shirt  gangs,  and  might  at  any 
moment  be  raided  again.  It  was  one  of 
Italy's  best  known  and  most  popular 
political  figures  who,  speaking  to  me 
behind  drawn  blinds  in  a  building  watched 
night  and  day  by  carabincri  and  plain 
clothes  men,  said:  'I  assure  you  that  here 
in  the  smaller  towns  we  do  not  know 
from  one  day  to  another  if  we  may  not 
be  killed."' 

The  Fascismo  is  a  studied  revival  of 
the  Roman  Empire:  the  old  Roman  oath 
is  restored,  and  the  Roman  salute; 
praetors  and  lictors  have  come  back, 
with  the  Roman  cohorts  and  legions;  the 
Facist  emblem  is  the  Fasces — the  old 
axe  of  execution  entwined  with  the  rods 
of  flogging;  and  the  fact  of  immeasurable 
significance,  overlooked  by  almost  all, 
is  that  world-power  is  now  lodged  by  a 
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Divine  authorization  never  revoked  in 
Rome;  and  that  Rome  has  but  to  seize 
world-dominion  to  get  it.  Hannibal, 
Charlemagne,  Mahommed,  Napoleon,  the 
Kaiser,  grasped  at  the  world -sceptre,  and 
failed:  the  coming  Roman  will  succeed. 
Fascismo  is  a  deep  revival  of  Imperial 
Rome.  "The  nation" — so  runs  its  official 
creed — "is  not  the  sum-total  of  living 
units,  but  an  organism  which  compre- 
hends the  long  series  of  generations,  of 
which  each  particular  one  is  a  transient 
element:  it  is  the  supreme  synthesis  of 
all  the  material  and  immaterial  values  of 
the  race." 

"And  I  saw  a  scarlet-coloured  beast, 
full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 
heads"  (Rev.  17:3),  successive  Emperors 
of  Rome,  sclf-deiticd,  the  last  of  whom  is 
yet  to  come. 

The  Black  International 

So  we  watch  the  huge  growths  heading 
up  for  the  end.  Trotsky  and  Mussolini 
may  disappear,  and  the  kaleidoscope  of 
revolution  may  throw  up  new  parties  and 
new  men:  but  the  giant  tendencies, 
creating  iron  autocracies,  work  irresistibly 
to  their  predestined  end.  For  concen- 
trated fin-de-siecle  symptoms  lodge  also 
in  the  Vatican,  the  home  of  the  Black 
International.     The  Dean  of  the  College 


of  Cardinals  has  publicly  tlescribcd  Mus- 
solini as  "the  man  who  has  been  chosen 
to  restore  Italy  to  the  jjreatness  of  her 
civil  and  r'Migious  traditions."  The  cruci- 
fix has  come  back  into  the  schools. 
Mussolini  is  believed  to  attend  mass 
every  morning.  Black  lists  of  doomed 
mill  arc  issued  from  Fascisti  lodges 
through  the  priest. 

\e\ertheless,  across  the  .Atlantic 
(■(»mes  an  ominous  rumble  which  the 
pajjacy  would  do  well  to  heed,  as  well  as 
to  the  shots  that  rang  out  in  Moscow 
over  her  murdered  prelate.  The  very 
weapon  that  will  be  used  by  the  anarchic 
power  is  already  in  clandestine  operation. 
Within  the  last  twelve-month  Roman 
church  after  Roman  church,  monastery 
after  monastery,  college  after  college, 
representing  a  loss  of  millions  of  dollars 
— the  work  of  a  conspiracy  to  which  no 
slightest  clue  has  been  discovered — have 
gone  up  in  fire  and  smoke.  In  Montreal 
alone  three  important  churches  have  been 
consumed:  and  with  the  Basilica,  in 
Quebec,  the  records  and  treasures  de- 
stroyed were  priceless.  St.  Peter's  draws 
nearer  to  her  fiery  doom.  The  Vatican 
is  playing  with  the  scarlet  flame  that  will 
devour  her.  And  the  scarlet-coloured 
Beast  "shall  hate  the  harlot  .  .  . 
and  shall  burn  her  utterly  with  fire" 
(Rev.  17:  16). 
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Mussolini:  A  r>tartiirig  Sign  of 

Great  Impt  ic^ing  World 

Changes 

THIS  man.  who  is  Premier  of  Italy, 
is  a  most  remarkable  character.  He 
is  probably  the  most  talked  of  statesman 
in  the  world.  It  is  a  very  significant 
fact  that  he  is  known  as  "the  man  of 
mystery."  Everywhere  they  arc  calling 
Mussolini  "A  Mystery."  'in  2  Thess. 
2:  7  the  Antichrist  is  called  "the  mystery 
of  lawlessness."  And  a  mystery  is  some- 
thing which  awaits  a  revelation. 

While  we  do  not  affirm  that  Mussolini 
is  the  Antichrist,  it  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly clear  that  he  is  a  man  with  all  the 
personal  characteristics  of  the  Antichrist. 
.A  writer  in  The  Dearborn  Independent, 
writes  from  Rome: 

"Benito  Mussolini  is  a  man  of  great 
personal  courage,  immense  capacity  for 
work,  magnificent  organizing  ability  and 
oratorical  talents  of  the  highest  class. 
He  is  also  blatant,  vulgar  and  inordi- 
nately conceited;  not  so  much  wise  as 
cunning:  not  so  much  strong  as  \i()lent. 
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His  ordinary  good  sense  is  betrayed  by 
gusts  of  passion  when  he  is  hardly  re- 
sponsible for  his  actions.  He  is,  in 
short,  a  born  revolutionary,  who  firmly 
believes  in  cold  violence  as  an  instru- 
ment of  government,  though  he  has 
sense  enough  to  see  that  violence  does  not 
always  pay.  That  this  estimate  is  not 
exaggerated  will  be  attested  by  all  who 
have  been  privileged  to  see  him  in 
repose  and  in  anger,  or  by  a  glance  at  the 
bewildering  changes  in  his  internal  policy. " 

And  in  almost  the  same  words  Bible 
students  have  long  been  describing  the 
Antichrist  to  us. 

Antichrist  will  be  a  Dictator  who  will 
recognize  no  law  e.xcept  his  own  will. 
Mussolini  assumes  the  same  role.  After 
the  Great  War  was  supposed  to  have 
annihilated  autocracy  he  walks  into  the 
Italian  Parliament  and  informs  them,  as 
reported  in  the  London.  Eng.,  Times, 
Feb.  20,  1923,  "What  takes  place,  takes 
place  by  my  precise  and  direct  will,  and 
according  to  my  exact  orders:  I  woo 
nobody;  I  reject  nobody;  but  I  trust 
above  all  in  my  own  strength." 

He  has  re-organized  what  is  already 
called  in  Rome  the  Pra'torian  Guard — a 
picked  band  of  70.000  men,  an  iron  instru- 
ment of  absolute  rule;  the  Praetorian 
Guard,    which    made   and    unmade   em-

perors,  and  so  r  tied  the  world,  is  back 
upon  the  stage  f»-i  the  final  drama. 

A  bill  has  been  passed  (Nov.  28. 
1925)  depriving  7,300  of  the  9,140  com- 
munities in  Italy  of  local  autonomy. 
Think  of  it!  Mussolini  has  abolished  all 
the  secret  societies  of  Italy.  Yet,  his 
own  all-powerful  Fascisti  organization  is 
a  secret  society!  No  other  secret  society 
but  his  own  must  be  allowed ! 

Mussolini's  avowed  intention  is  the 
revival  of  the  [^.oman  empire.  He  says: 
"We  wish  to  render  Rome  great  as  it 
was  in  the  Golden  Age.  .  .  all  power 
for  all  I<ascism  ...  the  goal  is  this 
Empire.  It  is  to  be  the  old  Rome  of 
absolute  autocracy.  The  rising  faith 
must  necessarily  be  intolerant  and  in- 
transigent. .  .  .  Fascism  has  already 
trodden,  and  if  necessary  will  calnrily 
tread  again,  on  the  more  or  less  decaying 
corpse  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty." 

He  contemplates  using  the  Vatican 
exactly  as  foretold.  The  London  Times 
of  Oct.  6th.  1925,  reports  him  as  saying: 
"What  an  absurd  mistake  it  would  be 
to  ignore  such  a  moral  power  as  that, 
a  power  two  thousand  years  old  and  with 
an  influence  daily  increasing,  over  four 
hundred  million  souls." 

He  has  no  scruples  even  about  Anti- 
christ.    In    M.    A.    Sarfatti's    "Life    of 
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Mussolini,"  page  344,  he  is  quoted  as 
saying:  "1  would  enter  into  alliance  at 
this  moment  with  the  devil  himself, 
with  Antichrist,  it"  that  would  give  this 
poor  country  trancjuility."  And  blas- 
phemy is  already  on  his  lips.  "If  the 
Eternal  Father  were  to  say  to  me,  'I 
am  your  friend'  I  would  put  up  my  fist 
to  Him."  Whatever  his  destiny.  Mussolini 
is  a  portent. 

Mussolini  says:  "Julius  Caesar  is 
my  ideal,  my  master."  It  is  a  matter 
of  history  that  Julius  Caesar  had  a  statue 
erected  in  a  puV)lic  place  in  Rome,  and 
put  upon  it  an  inscription:  "To  Caesar, 
the  Demigod'"  When  the  Antichrist 
comes,  he  will  make  himself  a  demigod. 
"If  Julius  Csesar  is  his  ideal,  we  need  not 
stop  to  ask  what  Mussolini  will  do  if 
once  he  becomes  the  world's  Dictator." 

To  the  important  question  "Is  Mus- 
solini a  Jew?"  We  aro  not  able  to  give  a 
positive  answer,  but  here  is  something 
very  interesting: 

"There  are  (mly  fifty  thousand  Jews  in 
Italy,  yet  this  small  Jewish  group  has 
produced  more  statesmen  and  men  of 
affairs  within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century 
than  the  rest  of  Continental  Europe 
combined.  .  .  .  But  with  the  coming 
of  Mussolini  and  his  Fascist i.  the  Jews  of 
Italy  enlarged  their  power.     Mussolini's 
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Minister  of   the   Interior  and   the  most 
influential  man  in  his  cabinet  is  Signor 
Finzi.     Samuel   Bellini,   Angelo  Olivetti, 
De  Verone  and  Orios,  the  four  strongest 
leaders  of  Fascism,  are  Jews.     Madame 
Merchcrita    Sarfoti,    who    occupies    the 
responsible  position  of  editor-in-chief  of 
Mussolini's  own  paper,  is  a  Jewess    and 
her  husband,  also  a  Jew,  is  one  of  Musso- 
lini's close  advisors.     When  Italy  emerged 
from  the  chaos  of  war  and  discovered  that 
the    International    Jewish    bankers    had 
hamstrung   the  country,   a  strong  anti- 
Semitic  feeling  threatened  to  arise,  but 
the    Mussolini    movement    broke    forth, 
and   is   now   the   protector   of   the   pro- 
Jewish  programme  through  Italy." 
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The  Rapid  Spread  of 
Bolshevism 

ITS  REVOLUTIONARY  and  blas- 
phemous teachings  ave  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  and  startling  signs 
of  the  times.  The  present  disturbances 
in  China  are  due  in  a  very  large  measure 
to  Bolshevistic  propaganda;  for  surely 
"the  yellow  races  are  turning  red.  1  he 
chief  of  the  military  forces  of  Russia 
says-  "The  Red  Army  must  prepare  for 
action;  for  the  moment  is  approaching 
when  the  Communist  Internationale  will 
lead  millions  of  proletarians  into  the 
fierce  battle  of  labor. " 

The  prospect  of  an  Asiatic  Alliance 

looms  up  before  us  as  something  soon  to 

be    realized;    and    the    most    sigmhcant 

feature  of   the  situation   is  theU  in   her 

Asiatic  Alliance,  Russia  is  already  taking 

the    leading    part.     In    confirmation    ot 

this   a   newspaper   correspondent   writes 

from  Moscow:  "The  corner-stone  of  the 

Asiatic  block  has  indeed  been  cemented 

by    the    reinforced    friendship    between 

China   and    the    Russian   Soviet    Union. 

The  leaders  of  Chinese  thought 
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and  the  vanguard  of  an  awakening  in- 
dependent China  are  coming  to  feel  more 
and  more  that  Soviet  Russia  is  their 
natural  ally  against  the  encroachments 
of  the  Western  Powers.  The  conviction 
IS  deepening  that  when  China  shakes  off 
the  lethargy  of  the  feudal  centuries,  and 
attempts  to  unify  !ier  disintegrated  em- 
pire, Russia  will  support  her  in  the 
struggle  to  discard  Western  dominion, 
economic  and  political  alike." 

In  corroboration  of  the  above,  a 
British  consul  in  China  has  estimated  that 
"China  will  go  Red  within  five  years." 

The  editor  of  Life  and  Liberty  says: 
"  I  have  seen  in  London,  bands  of  children 
belonging  to  Socialist  Sunday  Schools, 
and  around  the  char-a-banc  which  was 
taking  them  out  for  a  holiday  was  a  ' 
banner,  with  these  terrible  words:  'No 
God,  no  Heaven,  no  Hell.'  P>om  these 
schools,  there  have  now  developed  what 
are  called:  The  Proletarian  Schools,'  one 
of  their  hymns  taught  and  sung  is  as 
iollows : 

'Raise  high  the  Crimson  Banner, 

That  all  the  world  may  see, 
And  work  for  Revolution, 

And  the  days  that  are  to  be.' 

"In  addition   to  Christian  Socialists, 
agnostic    and    Atheistic    teachers    were 
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employed  in  these  schools,"  so  says  Mr. 
Stanley  Maine,  one  of  their  orators. 

There  is  no  lack  of  evidence  to  prove 
that  the  Revolutionary  Teaching  of  the 
young,  in  Great  Britain,  is  already  show- 
ing sinister  results  among  the  rising 
generation. 

Here  is  a  sentence  gleaned  from  Tom 
Anderson,  the  founder  of  these  schools: 
"Christ  on  the  Cross  dying  for  sinners 
is  so  ridiculous  that  one  despairs  at  the 
hold  this  superstition  has  got  on  the 
minds  of  the  working  classes. "  And 
again,  "To  teach  the  children  the  ideal 
of  Revolution,  should  be  the  primary  end 
of  our  Socialist  Sunday  Schools.  All 
other  teaching  is  of  no  avail.  A  boy  and 
girl  should  learn  a  real  live  burning 
red  hot  revolutionary  speech  to  taki 
about  ten  minutes  time." 

Trotsky  says:  "Religion  is  a  poison. 
We  ought  to  deepen  the  Revolutionary 
v.'orld-knowledge  of  the  young,  and  take 
into  account  even  their  religious  super- 
stitions. We  ought  to  carry  on  among 
them  a  propaganda  of  Atheism.  The 
education  of  the  young  is  for  us  a  matter 
of  life  and  death." 

The  following  sentences  are  taken 
from  the  Proletarian  Catechism.     Ques- 
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tion — "What  do  we  mean  by  God?" 
Answer — "God  is  that  power  which 
man  in  his  ignorance  has  called  Super- 
na^^ural."  0- — "Was  not  Jesus  the  Son 
of  God?"  A. — 'There  is  no  God,  so 
He  could  not  be  His  Son."  0.~"  Is 
religion  of  any  \alue  to  the  working 
man?"  A. — "Religion  is  opium,  and 
to-day  is  used  as  such.  Religion  is  but 
the  reflection  of  the  working  man,  and 
we  make  our  God  to  suit  our  epoch. " 

In  the  issue  of  The  Dawn  for  Oct., 
1925,  the  editor  says:  "In  a  Communist 
Sabbath  School  in  Xorth  London,  Eng- 
land, this  hymn  is  sung  regularly: 

'The  whole  world  at  last  is  beginning  to 
see 
The  blight  of  the  world  is  Jesus. 
Like  sunshine  at  noon-day,  free  thought 
has  shown  me 
The  blight  of  the  world  is  Jesus. 

'Keep  off  the  blight  or  blighted  you'll  be 
Blighted  for  life  by  credu''t^y, 
Once  I  believed  but  now  1  can  see 
The  blight  of  the  world  is  Jesus.'  " 

In  its  issue  of  Nov.  23,  1925,  the 
Toronto  Evening  Star  reports  the  exis- 
tence of  a  Communist  Sunday  School  in 
Toronto,     where     similar     blasphemous

teaching    to    the    above    is    given.     But 
who  is  alarmed  ? 

As  further  showing  the  infernal  spirit 
which  characterizes  this  movement .  we 
give  the  following  powerful  article  by 
Evangelist  C.  J.  Waehlite  on 

The  Red  Terror 

"And  there  appeared  another  wonder 
in  heaven ;  and  behold  a  great  red  dragon," 
Rev.  12:  13. 

WE  ARE  living  in  the  day  of  the  rising 
tide  of  color,  and  that  color  is  RED. 
A  recent  publication  is  called  the  "Red 
Dawn."  Surely  we  are  living  in  the  Red 
Dawn,  or  rather  the  Red  sunset,  for  the 
Bible  tells  us  when  the  Reds  rule,  their 
kingdom  will  be  full  of  darkness.  It  is 
not  without  significance  that  the  Russian 
hordes  are  called  Red.  That  is  their 
actual  color.  The  flag  of  communism 
is  blood  Red.  When  the  Bolshevik  army 
first  appeared,  it  was  said  the  uniforms 
of  the  soldiers  were  blood  Red,  and 
even  their  boots  and  the  scabbards  for 
their  swords  were  Red.  On  May  Day, 
1919,  Budapest  had  a  great  Red  debauch. 
Everything  was  Red.  At  that  time  we 
clipped  the  following  article:  "May  Day 
has  been  an  orgy  of  Red.  Thousands  of 
Red    troops    marched    to     Red    music 
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through  Red  bannered  streets.  The  side- 
walks were  crowded  with  men,  women 
and  girls  flaunting  Red  ribbons.  Street 
cars  were  Red,  automobiles  were  Red, 
railway  stations  and  lampposts  were 
Red.  In  scjuares  and  on  street  corners 
were  large  Red  wooden  stands  on  which 
were  emblazoned  the  statem'nt,  'This 
is  the  day  of  freedom  and  world  brother- 
hood.' There  were  numerous  immense 
plaster  casts  of  Lenine  and  Karl  Marx, 
some  of  them  twenty  feet  high 
('images').  The  Red  celebration  con- 
tinued all  day  and  night  and  Red  electric 
lights  added  to  the  crimson  hue  after 
darkness  fell."  Not  only  in  Russia  and 
Austria,  but  all  over  the  world  this  sign 
of  the  Red  has  been  displayed  in  many 
forms  and  ways. 

All  this  proves  to  us  that  when  the 
Bible  says  "Red"  it  means  Red.  The 
prophet  Nahum  foretold  the  coming  of 
the  Reds  in  the  last  days.  He  describes 
their  garments  and  even  their  shields  as 
being  Red.  "The  shield  of  his  mighty  men 
is  made  Red,  the  valiant  men  are  in 
scarlet"  (Xahum  2:  3).  The  prophet 
Ezekiel  speaks  of  the  coming  Babylonish 
army  as  clothed  with  Vermilion,  which 
means  Red.  In  the  Book  of  Revelation 
we  find  that  everything  connected  with 
the  Antichrist  is  Red.     The  Beast  him- 
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self  with  his  seven  heads  and  ten  horns, 
is  declared  to  be  "Scarlet  colored"  (Rev. 
17:  3).  He  is  a  Red.  His  whole  king- 
dom is  a  Red  kingdoi"-  His  great  city 
Bal)ylon  will  be  a  Red  city.  The  Bible 
declares  that  the  "city"  itself  will  be 
clothed  in  Scarlet  (Rev.  18:  16).  Like 
Budapest's  orjry  of  Red,  Babylon  the 
Great  will  be  emblazoned  in  Vermilif)n 
and  illuminated  in  Red.  The  two  Beasts 
in  Revelation  1.?,  the  one  a  (ientile.  and 
the  other  apparently  a  Jew.  are  strikingly 
typified  in  Lenine  and  Trotsky.  Lenine 
is  a  Cientile  and  Trotsky  is  a  Jew.  The 
first  Beast  of  Revelation,  the  Red  Beast, 
will  reign  over  a  Red  city,  a  Red  League 
of  Nations  and  a  Red  world.  This  very 
thing  has  been  the  ambition  of  Lenine, 
that  he  might  reign  over  a  Red  world. 
But  he  will  never  gain  that  hope.  Lenine 
is  simply  the  awful  shadow  of  the  great 
Red  king  that  is  surely  coming  to  reign 
over  a  great  Red  world. 

Not  only  will  the  Beast  be  a  Red, 
but  the  woman,  the  harlot,  that  rides  and 
controls  the  Beast,  will  also  be  a  Red.

Here  is  a  list  of  Red 
murders  reported  by  the  Bolshevists 
themselves.  We  copy  from  the  Jewish 
Missionary  Magazine:  Bishops  murdered. 
28.  Priests  murdered.  1,21.S,  Professors 
murdered.  6,775.  Physicians  murdered. 
8,800,  Armv  officers  murdered,  54,650, 
Soldiers  murdered.  260,000.  Police  mur- 
dered. 59.000.  Landf)wners  murdered, 
12.950.  "Intelligentsia"  murdered.  355.- 
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250.  Workmen  murdoml.  19.^,^50,  Pea- 
sants munlcml.  SIS,  100.  A  total  of 
1.767.118  municrs  in  five  short  years. 
If  this  is  the  record  of  the  Red  when 
only  his  shadow  is  here,  what  will  it  be 
when  the  great  Red  inrarnation  actually 
stalks  through  the  great  Red  world? 
Woe!   Woe!   Woe! 

The  King's  Business  in  lis  issue  of 
April,  1926.  rejwrts  that  ai  a  council 
held  at  the  Kremlin,  at  which  Lenin 
presided  and  Trotsky,  Radek  and 
Tchicherin  were  among  those  present, 
the  programme  below  was  adopted: 

•'To  provoke  national  conflicts,  make 
attempts  on  foreign  representatives  and 
increase  social-democratic  agitation.

"To  prevent  provisioning  towns  with 
corn;  to  create  financial  difficulties  and 
inundate  the  market  with  forged  bank 
notes;  to  bring  al)out  economic  collapse 
that  will  win  the  sympathy  of  the  masses. 
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"To  complete  annihilation  of  the 
army  and  get  soldiers  to  adopt  the  social- 
democratic  programme. " 

The  extent  to  which  the  above  pro- 
gramme has  been  literally  followed  is  a 
matter  of  history,  and  as  Better  America 
Federation  says:  "It  accounts  for  a  vast 
deal  of  present  world-thr(  uening  condi- 
tions. This  is  the  kind  of  'government' 
civilized  nations  are  asked  to  recognize. 
For  seven  years  it  has  wrought  economic 
disaster  and  misery  to  every  interest  that 
has  been  affected  by  it.  Its  object  to-day 
is  wholesale  destruction.  The  crimes  it 
has  committed  are  only  the  preface  to 
greater  evils  it  intends.  The  peace  and 
safety  of  the  world  are  endangered  so 
long  as  Sovietism  exists." 
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The  Marvellous  Strides  of 
Aviation  and  Its  Fear- 
ful Menace 

SAYS  Phillip  Mauro:  "Among  the 
developments  and  achievements  of 
our  times  there  is  nothing  that  is  viewed 
with  greater  admiration,  or  upon  which 
the  modern  man  more  often  prides  him- 
self, than  the  progress  of  aviation.  And 
truly  it  is  a  marvel.  What  a  commentary 
then  upon  human  nature !  What  a  revela- 
tion have  we  of  what  human  nature  really 
is,  in  the  fact  that  the  greater  and  more 
marvellous  the  achievements  of  man, 
the  more  he  has  to  fear  from  them. 

"England  is  the  most  influential  of 
the  nations  that  are  directly  involved  in 
world-politics;  and  England  more  than 
any  other  has  reason  to  fear,  and  does 
fear,  this  new  'terror  of  the  air.'  Hereto- 
fore the  command  of  the  seas  was  all 
that  was  needed  to  protect  Great  Britain, 
in  her  insular  position,  from  the  attacks 
of  her  enemies,  and  to  keep  open  the  lines 
of  communication  with  her  coionies,  upon 
which  she  depends  for  food  supplies. 
But  a  new  situation  has  arisen;  for  pro- 
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spective  enemies  have  now  at  their  dis- 
posal weapons  which  could  make  the 
centres  of  population  and  industry  of  the 
entire  country  a  desolation  and  a  series 
of  charnel  houses  in  the  course  of  a  few 
days,  and  against  which  no  means 
of  defense  exists,  or  can  be  imagined.** 
An  English  journal  says:  "With  effec- 
tual defense  so  far  past  hope,  any  future 
war  between  the  great  powers  must  take 
the  form  of  an  immediate  and  enor- 
mous competition  in  the  destruction 
of  civilian  life  and  property,  each  state 
trying  desperately  to  quell  and  numb  the 
enemy  nation's  will  by  the  approach  of 
extermination,  before  a  similar  process  of 
depopulation  has  b/oken  the  spirit  of  its 
own.  Any  available  air- forces,  it  is  held, 
would  so  obviously  go  farther  in  offense 
than  in  defense,  that  defense  would 
scarcely  be  attempted. " 

The  editor  of  The  Dawn  says: 
"Science,  devoted  to  annihilation,  i»ow 
menaces  the  world.  Machine-guns  spit- 
ting forth  a  fan-shaped  tail  of  six  thousand 
bullets  a  minute;  aeroplanes  at  a  height 
of  ten  to  fifteen  miles,  dropping  bombs 
weighing  four  thousand  three  hundred 
pounds,  and  creating  destruction  over  the 
radius  of  a  mile;  guns  with  a  range  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  and  tanks 
which,   concealed   in   their  own   smoke, 
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can  out-distance  the  fleetest  hound— all 
these  are  things  which  are  here  now. 
"If  destructive  science  is  to  remain  domi- 
nant," says  the  Manchester  Guardian, 
"there  is  no  salvation  in  store  for  the 
world . "  'Why  not  ?•  replies  the  hard  head ; 
'it  always  has  been  the  view,  and  the 
world  has  gone  on.'  Quite  true!  But 
the  last  few  years  have  brought  a  startling 
change  in  the  conditions  of  existence — a 
change  that  has  not  yet  been  fully 
realized.  Destructive  science  has  gone 
ahead  out  of  all  proportions.  It  is  de- 
veloping so  fast  that  each  irresponsible 
assertion  of  national  rights  or  interests 
must  bring  the  world  appreciably  nearer 
to  ruin.  Without  any  doubt  whatever, 
the  powers  of  destruction  are  gaining 
fast  on  the  powers  of  creation  and 
construction." 

M.  Vogt,  the  Norwegian  scientist 
says:  "Give  me  a  few  millions  sterling, 
and  I  will  sit  on  Hampstead  Heath  and 
destroy  Berlin." 

Says  Mr.  Edison:  "There  is  nothing 
to  prevent  twenty  to  fifty  aeroplanes 
flying  to-morrow  over  London's  millions, 
with  a  gas  which  can  suffocate  those 
millions  in  three  hours. " 

Is  it  any  wonder  then,  that  the  dread 
of  the  next  war,  like  a  heavy  pall,  is 
resting  upon  all  the  nations.    The  horrible 
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character  thereof,  and  the  unspeakable 
havoc  it  would  work  are  clearly  foreseen. 
This  prospect  is  the  dominant  influence 
that  is  shaping  at  this  hour  the  policies 
of  dU  the  leading  nations  of  the  world. 
And  yet,  every  measure  they  devise 
in  the  face  of  that  prospect  only 
makes  more  certain  and  dreadful  the 
very  catastrophe  they  are  so  anxious 
to  avert. 
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The  Alarming  Increase  of 
Racial  Hatred 

Is    still    another   startling    sign    of 
the    approaching    day    of    wrath. 

Russia  cannot  any  longer,  even  in  a 
nominal  sense,  be  regarded  as  a  part  of 
Christendom.  She  is  in  definite  alliance 
with  the  Asiatic  nations,  into  whose 
peoples  she  is  constantly  instilling  a  spirit 
of  deadly  hatred  toward  the  white  races. 
The  developments  of  the  political  situa- 
tion in  China  are  increasingly  becoming 
a  matter  of  grave  concern  to  the  Western 
nations,  who  in  comparison  with  the 
various  colored  races,  are  only  a  small 
minority.  The  following  press  despatch 
from  London,  England,  under  date  of 
July  12,  1925,  shows  how  some  who  are 
best  able  to  form  an  estimate  thereof 
regard  the  beriousness  of  the  situation. 
"The  ominous  events  in  China,  Mo- 
rocco and  India  apparently  are  the  pre- 
liminary stages  of  an  unparalleled  war 
to  death  between  the  white  and  colored 
races,  with  the  Pacific  as  the  central 
battle  ground,"  writes  F.  Britten  Austen, 
noted  English  author  and  frequent  con- 
tributor to  the  Saturday  Evening  Post 
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and  other  American  publications,  in  the 
Sunday  Pictorial  to-day.  He  firmly  believes 
the  world  is  almost  blindly  rushing  into 
a  struggle  which  is  being  incited  by  a 
shrewd  Bolshevik  campaign,  and  which 
will  make  the  fall  of  the  Roman  empire 
look  like  a  small  local  affair  in  the 
destinies  of  the  white  nations. 

"The  colored  races  hate  the  white 
man  with  a  hate  whereof  we  have  no 
conception.  Moscow's  one  great  re- 
iterated hope  is  that  the  innumerable 
millions  of  colored  races  will  rise  and 
massacre  the  white  man.  They  have 
used  feverish  propaganda  to  accomplish 
this.  They  count  cunningly  on  Japan. 
Although  Japan  is  equal  with  the  Western 
nations  in  the  war  of  commerce,  the 
white  man  insultingly  treats  her  nationals 
as  an  inferior  race.  Her  population  is 
desperately  over-crowded,  but  the  white 
man  denies  it  an  outlet.  Japan  could 
fight  a  war  against  America  or  Great 
Britain,  or  both,  with  a  reasonable  pro- 
spect of  at  least  temporary  success.  If 
she  should,  the  whole  world's  colored 
races  would  seethe  in  fanatic  excitement. " 

From  other  quarters  of  the  Orient, 
and  from  North  Africa  come  tidings  to 
the  same  effect.     A  New  York  paper  says : 

"That  which  is  happening  in  North 
Africa    is    an    insurrection    against    the 
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domination  of  the  white  race.  Something 
of  the  same  sort  is  brewing  in  India. 
It  is  not  pleasant  to  contemplate  the 
possibilities  of  a  rising  of  Asia  and 
Africa  against  Europe,  the  blacks  and 
yellows  against  the  white,  Mahommedan- 
ism  against  Christianity." 

In  summing  up  this  aspect  of  the 
situation,  Phillip  Mauro  says:  "The  whole 
world  is  dividing  itself  into  two  great 
camps;  the  Christianized  nations  against 
the  pagans;  the  Western  peoples  against 
'the  kings  of  the  East'  (Revelation  16: 
12);  while  unclean  spirits  like  frogs,  such 
as  Militarism,  Bolshevism,  and  Modern- 
ism, go  forth  unto  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
and  of  the  whole  world,  to  gather  them 
to  the  battle  of  that  great  day  of  God 
Almighty"  (Revelation  16: 13,  14).  Since 
that  battle  comes  under  the  sixth  vial, 
it  lies  near  the  end  of  the  day  of  wrath. 
Therefore,  by  the  fact  that  the  prepara- 
tions for  it  are  already  advancing  rapidly, 
we  may  be  sure  the  beginning  of  that 
day  is  close  at  hand. 

"With  Russia  definitely  split  off  from 
afifiliation  with  the  Western  nations,  and 
identifying  herself  with  'the  kings  of  the 
East,'  the  situation  is  serious  indeed; 
for  the  latter  outnumber  the  former  three 
to  one.  The  immediate  effect  is  that 
the  nations  of  Europe  are  compelled,  as  a 
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measure  of  self-preservation,  to  present 
a  united  front  to  this  combined  Red  and 
Yellow  peril;  and  the  only  practical  way 
to  do  this  is  to  clothe  the  League  of 
Nations  with  the  powers  of  a  Superstate, 
and  to  provide  it  with  'great  iron  teeth.'" 
Phillip  Mauro,  in  his  book,  "Patmos 
Visions,"  says:  "One  thing  we  often 
hear  by  way  of  dissatisfaction  with  the 
League  as  it  now  exists,  is  that  it  lacks 
'teeth';  that  is  to  say.  it  is  without  means 
to  enforce  its  decrees,  and  to  deal  puni- 
tively  with  the  nations  who  would  resist 
them.  But  teeth  belong  to  maturity, 
and  the  League  is  yet  in  its  infancy. 
Measures  are  being  taken  to  supply  this 
deficiency,  and  they  will  be  eflfectual;  for 
Daniel,  in  beholding  this  beast,  was 
specially  impressed  by  the  fact  that  'it 
had  great  iron  teeth'  (Daniel  7:  7). 
That  the  lack  of  'teeth'  will  be  met,  is 
further  indicated  by  that  part  of  the 
prophecy  which  shows  that  men  will 
come  to  regard  the  beast  as  invincible, 
saying,  'Who  is  like  unto  the  beast? 
Who  can  make  war  with  him?'  (Revela- 
tion 13:4)." 
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
